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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Ramin Mahboubian on 02/12/2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: In claim 57, lines 5-6, replace "to select 
one or more actual game presentation actual frames" with -to select one or more game 
presentation actual frames—. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 6, 9-31, and 33-81 are allowed and are now renumbered as 1-76. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 1, 
29, 57, 73, and 77 recite similar limitations to allowed claims in parent case, now patented as US 
6,863,608 Bl. The claims require that the "selected game presentation actual frame" must be 
displayed. Therefore, the claims imply that the frame must be directly captured and are not 
reproduced/regenerated as disclosed in the closest prior art (Kinjo). Kinjo discloses capturing 
data used to regenerate the scene and does not disclose directly capturing the frame. Claims 2, 3, 
6, 9-25, 30, 31, 33-56, 58-72, 74-76, and 78-81 are dependent on allowable claims 1, 29, 57, 73, 
or 77 and are thus allowable. No further prior art was found. The examiner notes that a prior

double patenting rejections with claims in U.S. Patent No. US 6,863,608 were overcome by a 
terminal disclaimer filed on 03/20/2007.
